2. Claims 1-11, 21, and 23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
WO 02/26777 (IDS filed 8/16/06; "Stenman"). 

Stenman discloses methods and compositions for screening for therapeutics and 
treating urological disorders involving KLK3 polypeptide, also known as prostate specific 
antigen (PSA). With regards to instant claims 1, 6, and 10, see Figure 1. With regards to claim 

2, see Figure 8. With regards to claim 3, see Figure 1 1 . With regards to claims 4-5, see Figure 
20. With regards to claims 7-8, see Figures 16 and 18-19. With regards to claim 9, see Figure 
10. With regards to claim 11, see Figure 23. With regards to claims 21 and 23, see Figures Il- 
ls and claims 19, 24-29, and 31-37. 

3. Claims 1-18 and 21-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by WO 
02/059373 (Hampton et al., "Hampton"). 

Hampton discloses methods and compositions for screening for therapeutics and 
treating urological disorders involving KLK3 polynucleotide and polypeptide, also known as 
prostate specific antigen (PSA). With regards to instant claims 1-6, see pages 17-18 and 
claims 21, 23, 28-29. With regards to instant claims 7-11, see pages 14-16 and 19-20. With 
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regards to instant claims 12-15, see pages 11-12, 17-18, Table 3, and claims 21, 23, and 25. 

With regards to 
instant claim 18, see Table 4 and claims 1, 3, and 5. With regards to instant claims 21-22, see 
pages 26-27, Table 3, and claims 58-60.
